symbols, 
Hellermann 
said, engi- 


neering, education, and 
enforce- 


ment. Engineering concerns itself 
with the layout of a city and its 
traffic equipment, and enforcement 
"has improved considerably the last 
two years," he stated. 


Need Education 


"What we need most of all is>edu- 


cation. I hope you can teach driving 
to students in the high school and 
to adults in night schools. Milwau- 
kee has found it feasible and 
there's 
no 
reason 
why 
you 


shouldn't." 


Before attacking the problem of 


driving. Milwaukee first found out 
where it needed the greatest atten- 
tion. 


"In 1936 there were 70 fatalities 


in the city. We found that 55 of 
them were pedestrians, that 
the 


highest fatality rate was at night, 
and that the real old and the real 
young were the most frequent vic- 
tims. Thus, we 
determined that 


pedestrians ^walking at night was 
the biggest problem," Hellermann 
explained.

New York—The fuss between the post office department and the news- 


papers over the cost of toting press matter through the mails is still un- 
settled, and should be settled by some verdict more convincing than a 
Hat. unqualified admission by each side that the other is a liar and gyp. 


As matters stand, the'post office department still claims that in 1937 the 


cost of handling newspapers and other publications 
was almost $90,000,000 more than the postage paid on 
them. The department plays dirty pool in referring to 
tlus baggage as "newspapers and other publications." 
because, by the specific mention of newspapers and 
the rather general reference to magazines as "other 
publications" it bears down on the daily press, where- 
as much of the daily press avoids the mails. On the 
other hand, some of the big, obese,' slick-paper maga- 
zines which ride the mails at second-class rates are 
so heavy they ought to have wheels under them. 


In this the department is consistent with the admin- 


istration's policy of trying to discredit newspaper 
criticism of the New Deal. Some people, particularly 
publishers, believe that Mr. Roosevelt, by his own

BOILS 


Impetigo is a crop or eruption of 


thin-walled vesicles or blebs (bul- 
lae) which quickly becomes pustu- 


( lar (matterate) and without much 
| inflammatory reaction soon dry to 
loose yellowish scales or 
scabs 


which appear merely stuck on the 
skin rather than in it. and leaves no 
scar when they heal. It occurs chief- 
ly in children, and the lesions ap- 
pear on face, neck, hands and other 
parts of the body. It is quite con- 
tagious. There is usually little itch- 
ing or irritation associated with im- 
petigo. Absence of obstinate itching 
or irritation distinguishes the le- 
sions from those of sycosis (bar- 
ber's itch). Impetigo is often mis- 
taken for chicken-pox, but chicken- 
pox is accompanied with constitu- 
tional symptoms and an even or 
symmetrical distribution of the le 
sions. There is no constitutional dis 
turbsnce or illness or upset with 
impetigo. 


Excellent treatment for impetigo 


is.2 per cent ointment of ammoni- 
ated mercury. Wipe each lesion 
gently and apply a wee bit of the 
ointment directly to it, not on the 
whole skin surface. Repeat this sev- 
eral times a day. Remember, im- 
petigo is contagious and may be in- 
oculated not only from person to 
person thru ordinary contact but al- 
so from place to place on the pa- 
tient's own skin thru careless or un- 
cleanly handling. Hence it is neces- 
sary to wash the hands thoroly with 
soap and water immediately after 
every contact with the patient. 


Streptococcus, notorious 
killer 


species of bacteria, is the cause of 
impetigo—another reason for clean- 
liness in handling and for handling 
or touching the lesions as little as 
possible in any case. Indeed some 
physicians advocate as the 
best 


treatment for impetigo the immedi- 
ate application of an 
impervious 


dressing to each 
lesion—painting 


with flexible collodion a patch per- 
naps an inch in diameter over each 
vesicle, bulla or "boil" and no other 
treatment. The collodion may bo re- 
applied if it cracks or fails to ad- 
here to the skin. 


Furuncle is the next higher grade 


of boil—or lower grade, depending 
on your point of view. In fact fur- 
uncle is just a fancy name for com-

mon ordinary boil. Impetigo might 
be regarded as a make-believe boil. 
Furuncle is an acute, deep-seated, 
circumscribed, phlcgmonous inflam- 
mation, usually resulting in sup- 
puralio_n (abscess, mattcration. pus- 
formation) and necrosis (death of 
tissue—in the "core" or center of 
•the area affected). 
Phlegmonous 


means inflammation and no fooling 
with plenty of swelling and pain 
together with enough of the other 
essential features to convince yoi 
beyond doubt that there is some 
inflammation present, if we ma> 
put it mildly. The classical signs of 
inflammation are calor (heat), rubor 
(redness), tumor (swelling), dolor 
(pain), all beautifully exhibited by 
boils. Indeed the only conceivable 
purpose of boils is to remind medi- 
cal students of the cardinal signs of 
inflammation in Latin. 


Louis Pasteur observed in 1880 


that the typical boil is caused by an 
infection with a less virulent strain 
of pus-producing bacteria than the 
Streptococcus, known as Staphylo- 
coccus.

TRIMMING TREES 


Editor Post-Crescent—One thing

None of the indiv- 
iduals interested, in all probability, 
lived to receive the returns of their 
efforts in anything greater than the 
satisfaction of a job well done. 


The manner in which the public

time mutilate and destroy this val- 
uable asset of our city is a public 
disgrace. 


A drive down Wisconsin avenue 


at the present time will show you 
a sample of their work. 


There are many provisions in our 


laws for the protection of our shade 
trees even to the extent of putting 
a premium on the setting out of 
trees. Nowhere, however, is there 
offered on any corporation or in- 
dividual and power or authority to 
cut. mutilate or destroy any tree 
adjoining property without the con- 
sent of the owner. 


The law confers upon the owner 


of every piece of property in front 
of which a tree is mutilated or de- 
stroyed, the right to recover three 
times the actual damage for such 
mutilation or destruction. 


The law of our state further 


makes it a criminal offense, punish- 
able by a fine up to $100 or impris- 
onment up to six months for the 
mutilation or destruction of shade 
trees. 


I believe the only way that the 


public services companies are able 
to go about the city cutting oft the 
tops of trees as they do, is because 
of the belief of the property own- 
ers that the companies have the 
right to do so. In many parts of our 
city can be seer dead trees and in 
very few instances are they being 
replaced and I am afraid if this con- 
tinuous trimming is continued in 
the future as it has been in the 
past, we will soon have barren, 
treeless streets. 


It is for the purpose of bringing 


to the attention of the public in 
general the fact that those who cut 
and destroy 
our beautiful shade 


trees arc doing so in violation of 
the law and in disregard of the 
rights of property owners (unless 
they first get permission from the 
owners) that I bring this matter to 
the public attention. 


This question is not personal (as 


I don't leave anybody trim my- 
trees) but is of public interest As 
stated in the beginning this city is 
noted for and justly proud of its 
beautiful trees and there is little 
question but what these trees have 
brought much value to the citizens 
in general. Let us stop this trim- 
ming which in time will destroy 
this asset. Especially as it is un- 
necessary for the carrying on of 
Lhe work of those who have taken 
it upon themselves the task of this 
trimming.

Second, the queen, even 
if guarded three times, could be 
comfortably picked up if it lay in 
"West's hand, but under the same 
circumstances could not be taken 
away from East. 


On this sound reasoning, declarer 


laid down the spade ace and follow- 
ed with the jack.

son for the name. I have found 
the Red sea blue all through my 
voyage thus far. 


The Red sea is about 1,250 miles 


long, and the width varies from 
130 to 250 miles. As we ride through 
it, we are traveling mostly to the 
south, though the route takes us a 
little eastward as well. 


How hot it is! The sun-baked 


deserts on cither s>ide send slow, 
hot winds over the Red sea, and 
often mal-e it hotter 
than 
the 


ocean on the line of the equator. 


To tha east of the Red sea lies 


Arabia. 
Along the western side 


is Egypt, also Ethiopia and the 
Italian colony called Eritrea. Ethio- 
pia was an independent country be- 
fore Mussolini started a war in 
which Italy obtained power over it. 


The Red sea is not nearly so 


deep as the ocean. In some parts 
the water is only 200 or 300 feet 
deep. The deepest part goes down 
almost a mile and a half.

It is strange that a fine intelligent woman,

novel nor brain-racking. They are 
the platitudes of economic fact and 
theory such as any group of acade- 
micians might discuss after coffee 
In the evening. Nobody seems to 
get down to brass tacks action, nor 
is the idea for succeeding or fol- 
lowing conferences in anything but 
the vaguest or most casual stage. 


From what has happened thus 


far, one is inclined to draw the in- 
ference that the whole series of 
conferences is intended as a win- 
dow-dressing or psychological af- 
fair, and that out of it will not 
come any tangible plans. The gov- 
ernment's own behavior on the oil 
cases belies any expectation 
that 


business competitors will dare to 
iron out peaks and valleys or do 
anything else which they might 
consider legitimately 
cooperative, 


but which a technical-minded de- 
partment of justice might deem un- 
fair and monopolistic. 


The true effect of what the presi- 


dent has done thus far by news 
headlines is to be found in the con- 
gress, where the much-vaunted in- 
dependence of spirit which was to 
have manifested itself at this ses- 
sion has been submerged in a kind 
of don't-rock-thc-boat timidity. 


Mr. Roosevelt might have feared 


last month that congress 
would 


burst out with millions of words on 
the subject of why the 
business 


recession had occurred and that the 
senate or house might stage a full- 
fledged rebellion against adminis- 
tration tinkering with 
economic 


laws in the last five years. But, as 
soon as the president began con- 
ferring with big business and little 
business, the congressional indepen- 
dents had their style cramped a bit. 
The fact is Mr. Roosevelt grabbed 
the ball from them and now it is 
easy to see that, as long as the sop- 
orific which he has administered 
gets in its work, there will be no 
asscrtiveness on Capitol Hill, but 
a bewildered acquiescence. 


Out-Gcncralcd 


The present game cannot last 


very long, because, sooner or later, 
the members of congress will dis- 
cover that they have been out-gen- 
craled and that there really isn't 
any administration plan to do any- 
thing except talk while buusiness 
endeavors to right itself, and i en 
reforms will be pursued with re- 
newed vigor. 


The disappointing thing about the 


situation is that a certain amount 
of reform of the economic system 
would no doubt make it function 
better, but the mood of business 
men is one of apprehension lest re- 
form and demoralization become 
synonymous in an era 
of greater 


and greater uncertainty. 


Congress has, in a sense, kept 


hands off the business 
recession 


problem, being content to 
hear 


some testimony on the whys and 
wherefores of unemployment, but 
actually waiting to see what comes 
of 
the 
presidential 
pow-wows. 


When congress finds out these arc 
meaningless and that the burdens 
and barriers that choke the flow of 
goods are not being removed, there 
may 
be a recrudccense of 
the 


old-fashioned idea that congress is 
the policy-making body of the na- 
tion.

Moral Law Independent of 


Man's Wishes, Priest Says 


(( A ^"nS is "ght <> 
r wrong inas- 
jtX much as it aids or hinders 
•*• -*rnan in reaching the goal for 


which he was created," The Rev. 
Father Gerard, O. M. Cap., said in 
the second of a series of lectures 
and forums on religion. Monday 
night at St. Joseph's hall. 


"Right and wrong is not determin- 


ed by the likes and dislikes of man," 
he continued. 
"As there are laws 


that govern the body, there are 
moral laws that govern the soul, 
and the moral law is no more 
made by man or dependent on the 
approval of man or in 
any way 


avoidable by man than the ma- 
terial law. 
Man can 
ignore the 


moral law as he can ignore the 
material law. but the result in both 
cases is his own destruction." 


Father Gerard 
explained 
that 


early in life man becomes aware 
that he is living in a world of 
laws such as that fire burns, hunger 
weakens, rain wets, bodies fall to- 
ward earth, none of w.hich are of 
his choosing. 
In many cases, he 


continued, these laws are the exact 
reverse of what he would have 
chosen, but their power 5s not af- 
fected by his disapproval and there 
is no way in which he may set free 
of them. The only freedom is with- 
in them, the speaker stated. 


Freedom Within Law 


Men. 
however, do 
not 
always 


make the same application of pre- 
cisely the same truths to the soul. 
Father Gerard said, yet the paral- 
lel is exact. There is no freedom 
from the moral law, he added, but 
as with the material law there is 
freedom within it, the only possible 
freedom for man. 


"It is folly for any man to speak 


j of emancipation from the 
moral 


law." the speaker said. "One hears 
that the modern man is no longer 
bound' by the 2.000 year old law of 
marriage. It is as though one would 


say that it is below the dignity of 
man to be bound to the much older 
law of gravity. The question is not 
whether a law is old. but whether 
it is a law." 


The problem of evil which the 


speaker called the greatest problem 
in the history of the race and 
which enters into the life of every 
soul, was discussed at length. Fa- 
ther Gerard told the story of the 
fall of man and his destiny to su- 
pernatural life as weJl as the na- 
ture of sin in man. 


Third Talk Next Monday 


In answering the question. "Why 


the evil?" the speaker said "The 
only sane thing to do is investigate 
whether God ever made an ex- 
planation to man. If He had there 
is but one thing for me as a crea- 
ture to do. bow my head and pro- 
nounce my 'I believe.'" 


Summarizing. Father Gerard said 


"Nothing can be used aright until 
its purpose is known. 
We cannot 


use ourselves aright or help our 
fellow man until we know 
what 


man is for. Man is subject to ir- 
revocable law, both physical and 
spiritual. 
The moral law is de- 


termined by the purpose of man. In 
investigating the nature of man we 
find it difficult to come to precise 
accurate conclusions. We are placed 
face to face with the problem of 
evil."
